He prom ised U. S. assistance to an 
im m igration m ovem ent and pledged 
A m erican support for any future 
"w orkable solution" for the Jew s and 
A rabs of Palestine Speaking stro n g ­ 
ly in favor of a partition p la n put 
forw ard by the Jew ish agency, the 
p resident urged th at the Jew s be 
given a largely independent sta te "in 
m i adequate area of P ale-!inc,** and 
th a t B ritain agree to issue im m ed­ 
iately certificates for IOO,POO Jew ish 
im m igrants, The request obviously 
angered the B ritish at th a t tim e.) 
Amid cries of ‘ hear, h e a r” from 
o th er m em bers of P arliam ent, Bevin 
declared 
“I hope I am not saying 
an y th in g to cause bad feeling in 
th e U nited States, but I feel so in ­ 
tense about this. W hen you have got 
a vexed problem w ith a thousand 
years of different religions, it has 
got to be handled with the g re a t­ 
est d etail and th e greatest care. . . . 
'They can lead to civil war before 
you know where you are.”

at the February session of the coun­ 
ty school board—and probably will 
rem ain the principal business of the 
board until next 
.September, the 
m em bers agreed in th eir prelim inary 
study. 
W ith only a few m onths to go 
until the act becom es effective in 
its regulations regarding erne room 
schools nnd teacher units, m em bers 
of th e county board outlined plans 
! to acquaint local boards with the 
need for haste in decisions on w hat 
to do next year Tile m em bers added 
that it Is im possible to rely on the J 
j present L egislature changing 
the 
act and th a t the only tiling to do! 
Is to m ake plans to m eet the new 
requirem ents. “T hen if there are no i 
changes we will have th e plans to 
! go ahead under the law ” If there 
are changes. P resident L £ Jacobs 
i added, then all th a t will have been ! 
lost will tie the tim e spent in draw ­ 
ing up plans to com ply with the 
law*. 
Permits Required 
Designed to outlaw th e one room 
school house and to m ake certain 
that the sta te ’s reim bursem ent for 
teachers Lh based on u n its of 30 
pupils. Act 403 will force districts 
w ithout full stu d en t u n its and with 
one room schools to m ake a num ber 
of changes, directors pointed out. 
Tile county board will have to 
pass on all applications to keep one 
mom schools open and will have to 
base th e ir decisions on criteria laid 
down by the law. th e board was 
instructed in a letter from the state 
departm ent read a t th e m eeting 
Plan March Conference 
Fearing th a t a num ber of sm aller 
districts will becom e 'm arooned” in 
th e scram ble to obtain unite of 30 
students for each teach er, th e county 
ixia rd hopes to hold a num ber of 
regional m eetings w ithin Hie next 
several m onth) 
At those m eetings 
sc moo! 
directors 
from 
adjoining 
tow nships will talk over th e provi­ 
sions of Act 403 and determ ine how 
best to m eet the requirem ents. 
S tartin g of! the series of sessions 
will be a m eeting of secretaries of 
the boards of those districts which 
will in* most affected by Hie new law 
w ith th e county 
m eeting, to talk 
for m eeting the requirem ents. 
Some districts are already discuss­ 
ing plans for reorganization to m eet 
the reim bursem ent regulations which 
provide th a t the sta te will pay full 
reim bursem ent only for a teacher 
w ho h as 30 students. O n W ednesday 
m em bers of the D ickinson township, 
Cum berland county board, the York 
Springs board and a p art of York 
county will m eet to discuss possible 
plans of .sending some C um berland 
and some York county students to 
York Springs, A ssistant County S u ­ 
perintendent Dr. Robert A. Bream 
told th e board. 
Face Three C hoices 
If Act 403 is not changed, the 
board m em bers declared, m any dis­ 
tricts will eith er have to pay all of 
the salaries of some teachers, close 
some schools, or join w ith other dis­ 
tricts in providing sufficient stu ­ 
dents to obtain full reim bursem ent 
for teachers.

PURDUE STANDS 
FALL; 200 HURT 


Lafayette, Iud.. Feb. 25 (ZP)—A sec­ 
tion of new wooden bleachers in 
the Purdue university lieldhou.se. 
Jammed with 3,500 fans in the crowd 
of 11.000 a t the Purdue-W isconsin 
basketball game, collapsed last night, 
killing two students and injuring 
about 200 persons. 
The crash of .pl in Loring timber as 
the 62 rows of the 100-foot long 
structure sagged and crashed to the 
dirt floor brought an ominous .silence 
over the 11,000 cheering, howling 
fans. 
There was no panic. The hundreds 
of bleacher occupants of the bleach­ 
ers. some of whom had tumbled as 
high as 30 feet, limped or crawled 
through the crowd to seek medical 
attention.
